Municipal 
building 
goes for 
fire base 

DEMOLITION of the for¬ 
mer Municipal Building in 
Cradley Heath is well under 
way - paving the way for the 
building of a £3 million fire 
station. 

The former landmark 
council block on Barrs Road 
is being taken down to make 
way for a fire station, which 
will serve Halesowen and 
Cradley Heath. 

Much of the pre-Second 
World War building has 
been reduced to rubble. The 
scheme will eventually 
include dedicating part of 
the site for parking to be 
used by Sandwell Leisure 
Trust for visitors to Haden 
Hill Leisure Centre. 

Costs of providing the 
new building will be offset 
by the generation of an esti¬ 
mated £1.5m from the sale 
of the two sites. 

The fire station will have 
a glass-fronted reception 
area, and house one engine 
but have three bays for 
other fire service vehicles. 

Engines will enter and 
exit off Halesowen Road, 
and traffic signals will be 
used to make it safe. 

Site manager Mike Finni- 
gan said: “The structural 
demolition is now well 
under way. The main chal¬ 
lenge has been the build¬ 
ing’s location in a busy area 
next to a main road. We have 
had to make to make sure 
the site is secured.” 

Ex-councillor 
dies, aged 79 

A LONG-SERVING council¬ 
lor and former mayor of 
Dudley has died aged 79. 

Tributes have been paid to 
Malcolm Knowles, who rep¬ 
resented the Wollaston 
ward. 

The father of three, who 
lived with his wife Shirley- 
Anne in Oldswinford, died 
last week following a short 
illness. He served on the 
council between 1975 and 
1995. 

He was then re-elected in 
2002 and was mayor of Dud¬ 
ley in 2004/05. 

The current mayor, Coun¬ 
cillor Melvyn Mottram, said: 
“We are all saddened.”

Murder trial 
accused bailed 
to return home 

A BRIERLEY Hill man accused of murder¬ 
ing his girlfriend at a holiday resort abroad 
is returning home after he was granted bail 
at the start of his trial. 

Luke Walker, who is accused of beating 
his girlfriend Chelsea Hyndman to death in 
Crete, has been allowed to return to the 
Black Country with his family. 

He may work in the family’s electrical 
business in Brierley Hill while he waits for 
the trial to resume. 

The 24-year-old was joined by his family 
at Heraklion Mixed Court, Greece for the 
start of the trial this week. 

He denies murder, saying Miss Hyndman 
fell following a night out in the resort town 
of Malia, where they both lived and worked. 

The court sat for less than an hour before 
adjourning because key prosecution wit¬ 
nesses had not been summoned. 

Many of the witnesses in the case had 
flown in from Britain. Miss Hyndman's 
mother, Heather, and her family also 
attended and sat in the front rows of the 
public gallery. 

Walker’s solicitor, George Pyromallis, 
asked that the defendant be allowed to 
return to England on bail. 

Walker has spent the last two-and-a-half 
years in Crete, initially on remand for five 
months before he was granted bail on the 
condition he did not leave the island. 

The Walker family were emotional as the 
court granted bail to the UK. After the hear¬ 
ing, Luke said it was the “best outcome so 
far”. He said: “I haven’t even thought about 
what I’ll do when I get home.”

She added: “The number of 200 or so 
people mentioned as being resident in 
the complex can be added to greatly by 
visitors, general staff, round-the-clock 
carers, and suppliers driving through the 
park, potentially at any time of the day 
and night, and on every day of the year.

“There would not be a safe time for 
park users, and in particular children 
and dog walkers, to enjoy the amenities 
of the park for sport, exercise or relax¬ 
ation. To permit access through a park 
specifically to service a new development 
would set a dangerous precedent. 

“This is exactly how it is being viewed 
by over 2,000 people from all walks of 
life, including church leaders, minority 
groups, football teams, other friends of 
Dudley parks groups and community 
champions, who have signed a petition 
requesting that the former school site be 
retained for use as green open space.” 

Nick Byrne, of Midland Heart said: 
“We have reassured residents that we 
are considering a number of options 
including using the former entrance and 
exit of Cradley High School.”

Museum 
trustees 
called to 
meeting 

CAMPAIGNERS have 
urged the Black Country 
Living Museum’s trustees to 
meet them as they fight cost¬ 
cutting plans that have put 
up to 70 jobs at risk. 

An action group was 
formed when more than 150 
staff, volunteers and 
museum supporters packed 
into a public meeting at the 
Station Hotel in Dudley. 

Many are upset about 
planned changes which 
include halving the number 
of costumed guides to 40. 

The action group has writ¬ 
ten to museum trustees call¬ 
ing for a meeting to be held 
as part of a wider consulta¬ 
tion. The letter says: “We 
feel, as does popular opinion, 
that the action group repre¬ 
sents the wishes of the visi¬ 
tors of the museum and 
those who care for its future. 

“It was felt that the 
museum’s latest decision to 
marginalise guides and cut 
jobs was beyond the point 
that people who are con¬ 
cerned for the museum 
could endure in silence. 

“A unanimous vote agreed 
that it is the duty of the 
trustees to meet the repre¬ 
sentatives of the group and 
that decision-making must 
be curbed until it is possible 
to involve a wider consulta¬ 
tion group.” At the public 
meeting earlier this month 
Professor Carl Chinn said 
the guides and their stories 
about the Black Country 
were essential. 

Mosque plea 
date is set 

AN appeal against a High 
Court decision to throw out 
controversial plans for a new 
mosque in Dudley will be 
heard early next year. 

The long-running legal 
battle over land in Hall 
Street will return to the 
courtroom during the first 
week in February, according 
to Dudley Council. 

Officials from the author¬ 
ity said they had received 
notification of when the 
hearing would take place. 

Proposals for the mosque 
were rejected at a hearing in 
April. 
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Church steps up drive for £100,000 


A HISTORIC village church has 
raised more than half of the 
£100,000 it needs to build new facil¬ 
ities - and is stepping up its cam¬ 
paign to bring in the rest. 

A leaflet has gone to homes in 
Hagley, near Stourbridge, appealing 
for donations for St John the Baptist 
church, next to Hagley Hall. A 
church has been there since Nor¬ 
man times and been rebuilt over the 
years, with the latest version dating 


from the 1850s. The church and 
Hagley Cricket Club want to create 
toilet and changing facilities and a 
meeting room. 

Planning permission has been 
given for a building with three toi¬ 
lets, including one for disabled peo¬ 
ple, and a meeting room on the 
cricket pitch, next to the church. It 
will be in the style of the cricket 
pavilion and the club will also be 
able to use the facilities. 


Rector, the Rev Richard Newton, 
said that it was hoped work would 
commence soon so the building 
could be ready in time to save hav¬ 
ing to hire toilets for next year’s 
Hagley Music Festival. 

In Contact, the church magazine, 
he says: “At the moment there is one 
toilet, which is far from adequate 
when large numbers of people are 
using the building and it’s not acces¬ 
sible by anyone who is disabled. 


“There is nowhere adequate for 
musicians to change, for children’s 
work or to hold small meetings dur¬ 
ing the winter without heating the 
entire church.” 

The church and club have applied 
for grants towards the work. 

Mr Newton added: “We hope that 
people who live locally, or who 
appreciate being able to come to St 
John’s and to its services or events, 
will be generous and help us.”

Actions at 
odds with 
rules say 
experts 

THEATRE experts say 
council plans to demolish 
the former Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome are going against gov¬ 
ernment guidelines. 

The Theatres Trust, 
which acts to preserve his¬ 
toric venues, says council 
actions are at odds with 
national planning rules safe¬ 
guarding culturally signifi¬ 
cant buildings. 

Campaigners welcomed 
the intervention saying it 
added more weight to the 
fight to save the Castle Hill 
landmark from being lost. 

Mark Price, trust plan¬ 
ning and heritage advisor, 
has objected to the council’s 
application to demolish the 
theatre to use the land ini¬ 
tially for a car park. 

He says it would go 
against national guidelines 
saying that the council 
should, where possible, 
“guard against the unneces¬ 
sary loss of valued facilities 
and services”, in a letter to 
the council’s planning 
department. 

Mr Price also said in the 
letter that the authority 
should instead be looking to 
develop the Hippodrome as 
a venue for youth arts activ¬ 
ities. 


latest on the bid to persuade 
decision to demolish the Cas¬ 
io,000 people have signed a 
petition calling for it to be 
saved and reopened. 

Council chiefs earmarked 
the site for a temporary car 
park and lodged an applica¬ 
tion to flatten the building. 

A business plan outlining 
how it could stage profes¬ 
sional and amateur shows, 
host training workshops and 
community events was put 
forward by the Friends of 
Dudley Hippodrome. 

Historian and archaeolo¬ 
gist Paul Collins told about 
60 people at Dudley’s Sta¬ 
tion Hotel that work was 
under way to identify possi¬ 
ble funding sources. 

“We believe we could have 
the Hippodrome open again 
within the space of two 
years. We would start by 
opening it up for arts work¬ 
shops while work on the 
auditorium is completed.” 

Potential 

Performing arts teacher 
Joanna Roden, who works at 
Jessons Primary School, 
Dudley, and runs the Fusion 
rock choir, said the building 
had “huge potential”. 

She said theatres were 
ranked on size and facilities 
and it would be ‘an A list 
theatre’, meaning it may 
attract “some of the best 
shows in the country”. 

Campaign leader Geoff 
Fitzpatrick said they would 
meet the council to discuss 
their business plan. 

“We’ve already had a lot of 
support from English Her¬ 
itage and The Theatres 
Trust who have spoken out 
about why the Hippodrome 
shouldn’t be knocked down. 

“We’ve also had support 
from people in Canada, 
Texas and the Isle of Man.”

Go-ahead 
for zoo's 
plans on 
buildings 

PLANS to restore some of 
Dudley Zoo’s most famous 
buildings, including its 
iconic wave entrance have 
been given the go-ahead by 
council chiefs paving the 
way for work to begin. 

Four of the Tecton struc¬ 
tures, dating back to 1937, 
will be restored to their for¬ 
mer glory with the help of 
£1.15 million of lottery cash. 

As well as the entrance, 
the bear ravine, a kiosk and 
the former Station Cafe - 
now used as the Safari 
Shop - will also be refur¬ 
bished under the scheme. 

A planning application for 
listed building consent was 
submitted to Dudley Council 
earlier this year. Permission 
for the work due to start 
next year has now been 
granted by council planners. 

Planning officer Pete 
Boland said: “The granting 
of listed building consent is 
justified in that the propos¬ 
als will have no detrimental 
impact upon the statutorily 
listed heritage assets, specif¬ 
ically the Tecton zoo 
entrance; station cafe; bear 
ravine and kiosk. 

“On the contrary the 
repair and reinstatement 
works will stabilise the 
structures and improve their 
appearance.”

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Parking 
spaces bid 
in village 

MORE than 20 new car 
parking spaces are planned 
for Gornal village if a long- 
awaited scheme is given the 
go-ahead. 

Residents and traders 
have campaigned for a shop¬ 
pers’car park to be created 
by the council for more than 
20 years. 

Proposals are now being 
looked at by Dudley Council 
and a village councillor said 
he expected “substantial 
progress” by the end of the 
year. 

Councillor Stuart Turner 
said the plan was for around 
25 extra spaces to be created 
on vacant council-owned 
land off Abbey Street. 

He said a basic design 
outline had now been 
created following a site 
meeting with council offi¬ 
cers with more detailed 
plans and costs being drawn 
up for the project. 

Councillor Turner said: 
“Meetings have now taken 
place and early plans setting 
out what we intend to do 
have been drawn up. 

“The total number of 
spaces has yet to be finalised 
but looking at the site it is 
intended around 25 spaces 
could be created. 

“The way parking is in 
Gornal at the moment even 
a smaller number of spaces 
would be a significant help.” 

Sixth form 
is to expand 

A SIXTH form college in 
Stourbridge has been given 
the green light for a 
£1.3million expansion, 
despite concerns raised by 
neighbours. 

King Edward VI College 
has won planning permis¬ 
sion from Dudley Council to 
demolish the old De Saulles 
building in St John’s Road, 
and replace it with a two- 
storey maths centre. 

Catering for 500 students, 
the teaching block will 
consist of seven classrooms, 
toilets, a reception area and 
a staff room. 

Councillors on the devel¬ 
opment control committee 
went with officers’ recom¬ 
mendation to approve the 
proposal. 


200 jobs taken

Rare barge restoration will cost £62,000

Rare wooden Joey boat Birchills at the museum 


FUNDRAISING is under way to help 
restore a rare wooden Joey boat at the 
Black Country Living Museum. 

Around £62,000 is needed to carry out 
vital repairs on Birchills which was built 
in 1953by Ernest Thomas on his dock at 
the top of Walsall locks and worked on 
the run to Birchills Power Station. 

When the power station closed, the 
Joey boat was sent to Hatherton Junc¬ 
tion on the Staffordshire and Worcester¬ 
shire canal and moored on the Hatherton 
Branch, outside Mr Thomas’s house. 

Director of development Carolyn 
Sankey said around £20,000 has been 


raised so far towards the restoration 
work. The museum is also waiting to 
hear whether large bids for grants have 
been successful. 

Bosses have also said Stour, a long dis¬ 
tance wooden built motor boat, built in 
1937, is also a priority for restoration 
work. 

Chief executive Andrew Lovett said: 
“The museum owns 16 boats, eight of 
which are floating, and of these priority 
status for major funding and work has 
been given to wooden boat Birchills, 
which has been identified as the most 
important and most vulnerable of the 


vessels at the Museum. “We commenced 
work in 2012 and plan for longer term 
conservation in 2013. Stour is also in 
need of work, a survey commissioned by 
the Museum in 2011, when the boat was 
in dry dock for works to the hull, gives us 
the start point for future efforts at 
raising the necessary funds. 

Stour and other boats in the collection 
receive frequent volunteer attention to 
check bilge pumps, remove weeds and 
pump out rain water. The museum is

But in a report, council 
planners said: “The design 
and scale of the proposed 
buildings is considered to 
be acceptable, and there is 
sufficient parking avail¬ 
able within the site for use 
in connection with the 
development. 

“Activities at the site 
would not have any detri¬ 
mental impact on residen¬ 
tial amenity.”

Turnaround

STAFF at a school in Hale¬ 
sowen have received praise 
from education watchdogs for 
raising pupils’ achievement - 
eight months after being 
given a notice to improve.

last year. 

Club officials say the 
event’s demise was down to 
the moving of dates, loss of a 
bonfire last year - but 
mainly down to drab 
weather on the night of the 
event. 

Although cancelling it this 
year, they have not ruled out 
it returning next year.

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Garage to 
be centre 
of learning 

A DISUSED garage near 
homes in the Black Country 
will be turned into an Islamic 
education centre under new 
plans. 

If it gets the go-ahead the 
unit, in Cinder Bank, will be 
taken over by Netherton 
Islamic Trust, which cur¬ 
rently uses an adjoining ter¬ 
raced house. 

The plans have been rec¬ 
ommended for approval by 
Dudley Council’s develop¬ 
ment control committee. 

A statement by bosses at 
the trust says: “The applica¬ 
tion has been submitted to 
enhance the existing educa¬ 
tional facility within the 
adjoining Islamic learning 
workshop rather than 
increasing student numbers. 

“The present centre has 
no dedicated parking and 
this application would 
provide at least 12 off road 
spaces for staff and visitors 
accessed from the existing 
entrance. The number of 
students are approximately 
30 at each class and these are 
staged, running between 
4pm and 6.30pm. 

“It is important to note 
this activity takes place from 
the adjacent site and there¬ 
fore the application is about 
improving the quality of 
service provision.”

Discussion on creating one 
mighty authority in region 


IT is a problem that has plagued the 
Black Country for years. How does it 
punch its weight against big cities like 
Birmingham and Manchester? Council 
Walsall on matters of joint importance. 

In the Black Country the councils already work 
together but major projects such as the extension of 
the Midland Metro out to the Merry Hill shopping 
centre have failed to make the government’s list of 
priorities while Birmingham was granted funding to 
take the trams to New Street. 

If a joint authority was created the four councils of 
the Black Country may be able to share services in 
planning and housing, public protection, regenera¬ 
tion and health, particularly at a time when primary 
care trusts are due to be dissolved and many of their 
powers transferred over to councils. 

The Labour leader of Wolverhampton City 
Council, Roger Lawrence, is keen to pursue a body 
similar to the recently launched Greater Manchester 
Authority which would oversee transport and regen¬ 
eration. 

Councillor Darren Cooper, Labour leader of 
Sandwell Council, agrees while Councillor David 
Sparks, Labour leader of Dudley Council, would 
prefer to go further and explore merging the author¬ 
ities completely. Only Mike Bird, Conservative leader 
of Walsall Council, wants to keep things as they are. 

Integration 

Councillor Sparks said: “I’ve always been in favour 
of the closest possible integration of the four author¬ 
ities. In my ideal world that would be one Black 
Country authority. But we’re not in my ideal world 
and we should look at a combined authority similar 
to that in Greater Manchester or Yorkshire. 

“The current boundaries of the Black Country are 
completely irrational. My own ward of Quarry Bank 
and Dudley Wood is next to Cradley Heath and Old 
Hill in Sandwell and I defy anybody to point out 
where the boundary is. 

“There was a partial reorganisation of the Black 
Country in 1966 and that was the time when a single

nated, strategic approach on issues such as regener¬ 
ation and transport which clearly go across local 
authority boundaries.” 

He said he hoped to meet other leaders towards the 
end of the month to decide how to proceed. Councillor 
Lawrence said: “There are some discussions going on 
about creating a combined authority. It will not be a 
unitary authority. 

“All the councils would carry on as they are in 
regards to services like bin collections and children 
and young people. 

“A combined authority, like what they have now in 
Greater Manchester, would cover things like trans¬ 
port and strategic economic regeneration. 

“The transport needs of the Black Country go 
beyond our borders, such as talk of a link road form 
the M54 to the M6 Toll road or freight depots.” 

The Black Country already has a body called the 
Black Country Consortium funded by the authorities 
that works to boost inward investment, sport and 
tourism. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren Cooper believes 
an authority with political leadership would be able 
to do more. He said: “I wouldn’t want a unitary 
authority because we could end up like Birmingham 
where that localism and the closeness of the commu¬ 
nity is lost. 

Councillor Bird said: “I think we already work well 
together.” 

Paul Bennett, president of the Black Country 
Chamber of Commerce called for a debate on the idea. 

Dudley Labour MP Ian Austin, a former West Mid¬ 
lands regional minister, has backed the calls. 

He said: “In the coming years there will be tens of 
thousands of jobs created in growth areas.”

Thieves are 
raiding 25 

cars a week 
in the region 


THIEVES are targeting an average of 25 cars 
a week in the Black Country, with sat navs, 
power tools and laptops being some of the 
most common items to be stolen. 


Police across the region 
are stepping up their efforts 
to tackle the issue, particu¬ 
larly in the run-up to Christ¬ 
mas, which is when vehicles 
are often targeted because of 
gifts being left on display. 

Figures show there were 
716 vehicle crime incidents 
in the region in September 
and a further 768 in August. 

A total of of those crimes 
306 were in Dudley, 472 in 
Sandwell, and 358 in Walsall 
and 343 in Wolverhampton. 

Ch Insp Darren Walsh, 
from West Midlands Police, 
said the force was commit¬ 
ted to tackling car crime. 

“Tactics - including the 
use of capture cars, robust 
offender management and 
the criminal anti-social 
behaviour orders - continue 
to be used to drive vehicle 
crime down even further,” 
he said. 

“While we will not reveal 
specific details on how crim¬ 
inals are stealing or break¬ 
ing into cars, in the vast

majority of cases, they are 
gaining access to the vehicle 
by smashing a side window 
to steal items left on display. 

“These range from power 
tools, laptops, sat navs, 
items of clothing and even 
lose change. 

“As with all crimes, the 
police and local people hold 
the answer to preventing car 
crime and, by sharing infor¬ 
mation, they are also central 
to our ability to bring crimi¬ 
nals to justice.” 

Last week, a parked car 
was damaged after being set 
alight in Shawbury Road, 
Heath Town.

Angling for repairs 
to the big potholes 


IN these days of officialdom and correctness, I wonder if 
anyone can inform me, am I covered by my National River 
Authority fishing licence, to fish in the Dudley borough’s 
pot holes? 

Being a keen angler, I have kept an eye on some of the well 
established ones, that seem to have been there for years, 
and can report that there is fish life in most of them. 

To any anglers, tempted to try their skills, I would advise 
you to use traffic cones as protection when fishing, and 
maybe a flashing beacon when night fishing. 

The locations of these pot holes, which are fishable, are 
easily found as they have been circled with a yellow spray 
paint. However, this may be faded in some cases, as the 
paint only lasts two years at the most. 

So anglers, make sure you have a current licence, cones 
and shark repellent.

Up until that point the UK 
was running a debt to GDP 
ratio of about 45 percent 
which is roughly the same as 
that run by Margaret 
Thatcher when she was PM. 

It is simplistic nonsense to 
suggest that had any other 
party been in power in 2008 
the situation would have 
been any different. 

The reason the deficit is 
not coming down is because 
we have no growth. Confi¬ 
dence in the UK was killed 
off by the Chancellor’s first 
budget after the Coalition 
came to power and has not 
returned, up until then the 
economy was growing and 
borrowing was dropping.

Ambulance service calls 
on support of volunteers 


WEST Midlands Ambulance 
Service is calling on medical 
workers from a charity to help 
deal with an increase in emer¬ 
gency calls. 

Around 30 full-time workers from St John 
Ambulance are being used by the service. 

The recruitment of the 15 two-man crews 
and their vehicles was triggered as part of a 
contingency plan by the ambulance service 
to combat a surge in calls. 

The service has already temporarily can¬ 
celled much of staff training and essential 
meetings to deal with the unexpected levels. 

Recently, the service revealed it was 
receiving 2,638 calls a day, up from 2,428 in 
the same period last year - a rise of 207 calls. 
Suzie Fothergill, spokeswoman for West 
Midlands Ambulance Service, said: “West 
Midlands Ambulance Service can confirm it 
holds a commercial contract with St John 
Ambulance. 

“Their staff are used to provide assistance 
to the trust during periods of high demand. ” 

“As previously highlighted, the trust is 
under significant pressure with demand 
considerably above the levels expected for 
the time of year. 

“ We would, however, again ask the public 
to play their part and think before dialling 
999. The trust would like to thank both 
service and St John Ambulance staff for all 
their efforts and hard work.” 

David Human, regional ambulance serv¬ 
ices manager for St John Ambulance in the 
West Midlands, said: ‘Our assistance to West 
Midland Ambulance Service is an ongoing 
contract throughout the year.”

But within three-and-a-half hours someone had left com¬ 
ments on the page, saying they had seen a black bike in a 
nearby park.

The 51-year-old, who works at the Black Country Living 
Museum in Dudley, said: “The Facebook page was 
absolutely wonderful.

Gallery plan 

campaigners

CAMPAIGNERS fighting plans to move Kid¬ 
derminster Library’s gallery and piano will 
hold their own public consultation. 


They want to persuade 
Worcestershire County 
Council to rethink its deci¬ 
sion to turn the second-floor 
gallery into offices for 130 
workers. 

When the move was first 
announced four months ago, 
arts and music groups in the 
town protested, prompting 
the council to put the plans 
on hold. 

A public consultation was 
then held by the authority.

The council’s preferred 
option for the site is to 
convert the existing gallery 
into offices and create a 
smaller one with meeting 
rooms on the first floor. 

A Steinway grand piano 
would be moved to the Corn 
Exchange next to the town 
hall, but the Friends of Kid¬ 
derminster Library Gallery 
want their own consultation 
and will collect comments 
from people in the town on 
October 25. 

They have already col¬ 
lected a 600-name petition

in support of keeping the 
second-floor gallery. Cam¬ 
paign secretary Stephen 
Brown said members were 
still hopeful they could stop 
the plans from going ahead. 

“The Friends do not 
accept the council’s decision, 
this fight is far from over, 
and we intend to carry on 
and escalate our campaign,” 
he said. 

The council has said that 
65 per cent of people backed 
the plans during the consul¬ 
tation. 

But campaigners said only 
83 people took part. 

The council will now apply 
for planning permission for 
the work, which it claims 
will save £205,000 a year. 

Libraries chief Councillor 
John Campion has previ¬ 
ously said: “The reality is 
these savings need to be 
made and are not going 
away - and so we have no 
choice but to look at ways of 
reducing costs.”

Flashdance sparks off 


LONG-term roadworks in Dudley 
will enter their latest phase this 
month - but residents fear it will 
bring further traffic chaos. 

Dudley Council said utility works in 
Wolverhampton Street were progressing 
and the next part of the scheme would begin 
on October 19. National Grid Gas and South 
Staffordshire Water are ahead of schedule 
on the second phase of the project presently 
running from the junction with Stafford 
Street to Grange Road. Drivers can expect 
more changes. 

Council officials admitted the works had 
caused traffic disruption along surrounding 
roads. 

Residents said St James’s Road, Priory 
Road, The Inhedge and Stafford Street were 
heavily congested during rush hour. They 
fear the problem will continue when the 
next phase of the project gets under way 
from Grange Road to The Parade later this 
month. 

The works have also proved controversial 
with traders. The northbound section of 
Grange Road, between Parkway Road and 
Wolverhampton Street, will be closed for the 
work. 

It is expected to take four weeks and 
Parkway Road, which is presently one-way 
from Himley Road to Grange Road, will 
operate in the reverse direction. 

Council bosses said the change would 
allow northbound traffic on Grange Road to 
access Eve Hill island and Wolverhampton 
Street. Temporary traffic lights will also be 
installed at the junction of Himley Road and 
Parkway Road.

Only 9pc of 3,000 pleas 

on school places succeed 


MORE than 3,000 parents in the 
Black Country and Staffordshire 
lodged appeals with councils 
after their children failed to get 
into their first choice schools, 
official figures show. 

But just nine per cent of the 3,236 appeals 
lodged with local authorities by parents - or 
295 - were successful. 

According to the figures released by the 
Department for Education (DfE) which 
relate to infant, primary and secondary 
schools, Dudley parents submitted 505 
appeals. 

Councillor Sue Ridney a governor at 
Christ Church CE Primary School, Coseley, 
said: “We had 17 appeals at Christ Church 
and only one was successful so there were 16 
sets of very disappointed parents. 

“The appeal process is entirely independ¬ 
ent and parents have the opportunity to put 
forward the case for why their child should 
get a place. 

“Unfortunately when schools are popular 
they do get a lot of applications and there are 
only so many pupils they can admit to main¬ 
tain safety and a high quality of learning.” 

Figures show Sandwell parents submitted 
1,259 appeals. There were 574 in Stafford¬ 
shire, 468 in Wolverhampton and 430 in 
Walsall. Figures relating to the 2010/11 aca¬ 
demic year were just released by the DfE. 

Total appeals made in the region were 
down from 3,419 the previous year. 

Nationally 46,905 appeals were lodged.

to cope with the winter 


AMBULANCE bosses will recruit 
20 extra graduate paramedics in 
the Midlands in preparation for 
the busy winter period which tra¬ 
ditionally sparks a surge in 999 
calls. 

A dozen ambulance technicians are also 
being trained to boost the number of crews 
available to attend emergencies across the 
region. West Midlands Ambulance Service is 
investing £500,000 in its recruitment plans 
to help ease pressure on crews during the 
winter months. 

The service’s trust board has agreed to 
recruit the additional paramedics who will 
start work in November. 

Additional overtime shifts will also be 
made available to maintain high staffing 
levels in the areas of most need, bosses said. 

A team of GPs in Worcestershire is also 
being set up to provide treatment as alterna¬ 
tive to taking patients to hospital. 

The doctors will be available so ambulance 
staff can either refer patients to, or take 
them to, the GPs instead of taking them to 
accident and emergency. 

Director of service delivery, Barry 
Thurston, said: “With demand already 
extremely high, finding new ways of working 
can only benefit staff and patients alike.” 
The service is also looking at ways to help 
patients who have suffered a fall but may not 
need to go to hospital. 

Ambulance service spokesman Murray 
MacGregor said around 20 per cent of calls 
made to the service during winter was about 
elderly people who had fallen in the home. 

He added: “We don’t want them to have to 
go through the stress of going to hospital.”

Throwing Delores into the 
sisters’ sanctuary has the same effect 
as hurling a firework into a gunpowder 
store, just wait for the bang and watch 
sparks fly. 

Thanks to a sterling cast there is 
never a dull moment as the new sister 
brings her own particular style of 
Catholicism to her eager sisters, ably 
abetted by Michael Starke as Monsi¬ 
gnor O’Hara and belligerent brides of 
Christ Sisters Mary Robert (played by 
Julie Atherton), Mary Lazarus 
(Jacqueline Clarke) and Mary Patrick 


(Laurie Scarth). The set pieces are exe¬ 
cuted with precision, with all the cast 
having strong and clear voices but 
worthy of note were Edward Baruwa’s 
solo and quick change routine as 
Sweaty and baddie Gavin Cornwall’s 
henchmen as Supremes-style backing 
singers. 

The impressive sets, the furious 
dancing and the harmonised voices all 
led to a finale which was spectacular 
and as glitzy as anything on Strictly 
Come Dancing.

Haunting drama 
lacking in chills 


Haunting Julia, 
Wolverhampton Grand 

ALAN Ayckbourn is probably the UK’s 
most popular and prolific living play¬ 
wright. He is a master of witty dialogue 
and an expert on the mores and morals of 
the married middle classes. 

Haunting Julia, which he wrote 18 
years ago, is his only play in which he 
attempts to scare an audience. It’s a ghost 
story but it is also about guilt, the perils of 
being gifted and contains eloquent exposi¬ 
tion on the supernatural. 

It is set in a flat that has been turned 
into a museum dedicated to its former 
occupier Julia, a musical genius who died 
in her bedroom from an accidental (or sui¬ 
cidal) overdose of sleeping pills at the age 
of 19. Twelve years after her death her still 
grieving father, her former boyfriend and 
a psychic apparently conjure her spirit by 
obsessing over the reasons for her 
untimely demise. 

The play is superbly acted by the three 
players. Duncan Preston is the bluff York¬ 


shire father who cannot accept that his 
talented daughter may have killed herself, 
or that he could never really appreciate 
her talent. 

Joe McFadden hides a secret as the now 
married ex-boyfriend who is sceptical 
about the supernatural. 

Richard O’Callaghan is the lisping 
psychic who may be unleashing dangerous 
forces beyond his control. 

The dialogue is good and interesting 
ideas are touched on. Is the father’s grief 
preventing Julia moving on? Is an all-con¬ 
suming talent a curse? But Ayckbourn 
doesn’t explore the ideas fully and too 
often lightens the mood with humour, 
which punctures any growing air of 
menace. 

The shocks are provided by loud noises 
and a big finale that involves some neat 
special effects. But Haunting Julia has one 
major flaw for those anticipating a spine- 
tingling ghost story... it’s not scary. 

It continues at the Grand to Saturday.

NIP accuses Tories of fiddle 
on boundary change plans 


AN MP has criticised controversial proposals that would see his par¬ 
liamentary constituency carved up by redrawing the political map of 
the West Midlands. Under the plans Ian Austin’s Dudley North con¬ 
stituency would be split up to merge with towns in Sandwell. 


Dukes’ Daisy hoggs limelight 


He has branded the government proposals as being a “fiddle” to win votes. The Boundary 
Commission for England has announced proposals to change parliamentary constituencies 

to cut the number of MPs by 50 to 600. 

However, the future of the proposals look 
uncertain as the Liberal Democrats, led by 
Deputy Prime Minister Nick Clegg, are 
refusing to support the Conservatives in 
getting the changes through the House of 
Commons. 

Labour’s Mr Austin will face losing most 
of his Dudley North seat if the merger with 
part of West Bromwich West is approved. 

It could mean Mr Austin going up against 
his counterpart Adrian Bailey to win the 
Labour nomination for a new Dudley East 
and Oldbury constituency. 

Mr Austin said: “I hope this proposal does 
not get through because I think the whole 
project is an attempt to fiddle the bound¬ 
aries to make it easier for the Tories to win. 

Breakfast 

“I think that the whole plan is a dog’s 
breakfast with parliamentary constituen¬ 
cies going across local council areas.” 

Under other plans one of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s three MPs would go, along with one of 
Sandwell’s four MPs. 

But Bilston will no longer be carved up 
between the MPs following a campaign and 
will become part of a constituency called 
Wolverhampton East if the plans are 
adopted by Parliament. 

Proposals for a merger between the Hale¬ 
sowen and Rowley Regis constituency with 
the Stourbridge seat have also been 
scrapped. 

Instead Stourbridge will take in Wordsley 
and Brierley Hill wards from Tory MP Chris 
Kelly’s Dudley South constituency. 

However the newly named Stourbridge 
and Dudley seat would lose Quarry Bank 
and Dudley Wood wards. 


Plumber stole 
£4,000 of lead 

A PLUMBER stole £4,000 lead flashing from 
the roof of a Dudley church and was about to 
drive off with the haul before being stopped 
by police. 

Paul Welch and an unidentified man took 
the metal from the lower roof of All Saints’ 
Church, Vicar Street, Sedgley, where refur¬ 
bishment had been done just days before. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard police 
had been called to the church at around 
4.45am on September 6 after being alerted 
by CCTV operators. 

Officers arrived just as the van, owned and 
driven by Welch, was about to pull away and 
turned on their blue lights. 

Hearing 

The court was told the other man fled and 
was able to evade officers. Welch, aged 33, of 
Corve View, Dudley, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of theft at an earlier hearing. 

He was sentenced to 20 weeks in jail sus¬ 
pended for 12 months and ordered to pay the 
church compensation of £1,500. 

Mr Jason Corden-Bowen, prosecuting, 
said the CCTV operators had seen a man 
loading the metal into the van. He said it will 
cost the church an estimated £4,000 in 
repairs and to put the leading back. Welch, 
who was not represented, told the court he 
had not climbed up on the roof to remove the 
metal and had not loaded it into the van. He 
was also placed on supervision for a year.

The alliance 
recenlty handed over a 13,000-name peti¬ 
tion against the loss of any services from the 
hospital. NHS Worcestershire chiefs have 
now outlined aspects of their review. 

They say it will focus upon continuing to 
deliver services from all three of the 
county’s acute hospitals - Kidderminster, 
the Alexandra at Redditch, and Worcester¬ 
shire Royal. 

But campaigners are anxious to hear 
what changes might be made to services at 
each hospital, although NHS Worcester¬ 
shire says the Alexandra Hospital is the one 
most likely to be affected. 

Stephen Brown, secretary of Kiddermin¬ 
ster Hospital Alliance, said: “It’s good news 
in one way because we were concerned the 


review would have a really big impact on 
Kidderminster and could mean closure. 

“But it doesn’t tell us anything about the 
detail of what services will be provided at 
Kidderminster. 

“And we are keen to keep what we’ve 
got.” The alliance will meet to consider its 
next move following the latest announce¬ 
ment. 

Seat 

Dr Richard Taylor, the former Wyre 
Forest MP who won his seat after the last 
campaign to save Kidderminster Hospital 
in 2001, said: “There’s no way they can take 
away anything else from Kidderminster 
without harming services in the whole 
county.” 

Eamon Kelly, chief executive of NHS 
Worcestershire, said: “The Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital is the site most likely to be affected.” 


New owners in 
gym rescue bid 

NEW owners have jumped in to buy a closure-threatened 
gym, saving 13 jobs. 

Fitness First in Kidderminster had told its eight full-time 
staff, cleaner and six part-time instructors in the summer 
that it would close in January. 

But now 24/7 Fitness has come to the rescue, investing 
around £250,000 to keep the club open. 

All eight full-time jobs have been saved, but there is no 
longer work for two of the instructors. The new owners will 
be extending the club’s opening hours - to round-the-clock. 

The gym, which currently has 2,300 members, has 
lowered prices and will offer a wide range of classes for 
£17.95 a month, or £19.95 for anyone on a “no contract” 
membership. Gary Lockwood, managing director of 24/7 
Fitness, said: “We are looking to increase membership to 
3,000 by this time next year and, if that happens, I expect 
that we would need to take on two more staff.”

the beautiful game ugly 


IN the 1970s English 
football produced 
someone better than 
George Best. 

Roy McDonough was not a 
better player but, when it 
came to women and drink¬ 
ing, he was in a different 
league. 

Now, in Red Card Roy 
(Vision Sports Publish¬ 
ing, £12.99), he is telling 
the story of his life in foot¬ 
ball. This is not about the 
beautiful game but the 
brutal, ugly underside of it. 

McDonough was one of six 
children brought up in 
Olton, near the Land Rover 
plant at Solihull. He omi¬ 
nously got sent off when he 
was playing in the Birming¬ 
ham Schools’ Cup Final. He 
lost it and throttled the 
referee. A six-month suspen¬ 
sion followed. 

This was a taste of things 
to come as hard man McDo¬ 
nough went on to set an 
English record for being 
sent off 22 times during a 20- 
year career spanning seven 
league clubs, 650 games, 150 
goals, 400 women and thou¬ 
sands of pints. 

He received his first 
setback when Aston Villa 
decided he was not good 
enough. His dad, Jim, got 
him in at Birmingham City. 

In 1977 aged 18, he scored 
in his second game for the 
Blues. He looked forward to 
scoring many more at the 
top level but it would prove 
to be his only one. Roy never 
got another chance in the 
first team, which he felt he 
deserved. He started to lose 
his discipline on and off the

pitch. Then he was sold to 
Third Division Walsall for 
£15,000. In his arrogance, 
Roy thought he could be out 
drinking 10 pints a night and 
still be a star but Walsall 
were relegated. 

Saddlers 

The book tells of McDo¬ 
nough’s run-ins with 
manager Alan Buckley and 
the fans. The falling out with 
the Saddlers came when 
Buckley tried to cut his 
wages. Surprisingly, Chelsea 
moved in and signed him for 


£30,000 but he never played 
a first team game. 

He wandered between 
lower league clubs, achieving 
cult status at Colchester and 
Southend. He was a man who 
drank up to 30 pints a night 
and his favourite trick was 
hanging upside down and 
sinking a pint in seven 
seconds. 

Red Card Roy is a riotous 
read filled with the kind of 
trivia fans love. He tells who 
was the hardest defender he 
ever faced, who was the 
toughest man he played 


alongside and also fires a 
volley at ex-Wolves boss Mick 
McCarthy. 

But for all his tabloid-type 
escapades, McDonough’s 
book is ultimately a story of 
love and redemption. There 
are five main characters: 
McDonough, football, 
alcohol, his dad and wife Liz. 

McDonough is now 53 and 
happily settled in Spain. His 
legendary drinking is over 
but he will still have a bottle 
of wine with a meal. Cheers, 
Roy.

Michael goes nuts in 
Brazilian adventure 


I f you do a search on the Internet for 
‘Brazil with Michael Palin; chances 
are the results will feature a 1985 
film directed by his old Monty Python 
mate Terry Gilliam. 

In it, Palin subverts his nice-guy 
image by playing Jack Lint, a hard¬ 
working but unscrupulous torturer who 
is loyal only to the regime that 
employs him. 

We can assure viewers that Palin 
won’t be appearing as that character 
in this new, four-part series. Instead, 
he’s back to his affable best and back 
on the road. 

After spending the past 25 years 
travelling the world for our 
entertainment, you would think that 
Palin had been everywhere, wouldn’t 
you? 

It’s true that the comedian-turned- 
actor-turned-globetrotter has more 
stamps in his passport than most 
people, but there’s one place he’s 
never been to, and it happens be the 
fifth-biggest country on the planet - 
Brazil. 

“I’d spent one night there in 1996, 
on the way from South Africa to Chile 
to fly to the South Pole, and had seen 


nothing except the salesmen on 
Copacabana Beach,” he says. 

Brazil is a nation that, over the next 
four years, will increasingly be in the 
spotlight because not only will it host 
football’s World Cup in 2014, it’s also 
the next host country of the Olympic 
Games in 2016. 

Palin begins his tour in the north 
east, which was once an area 
populated by European settlers who 
grew wealthy by exploiting slave 
labour; now it has a vibrant mix of 
cultures. 

In Sao Luis, he learns about a 
200-year-old ceremony performed on 
its backstreets, goes dancing, and 
samples life with the local area’s old- 
style cowboys. 

Then it’s on to Salvador, where Palin 
learns about the religion of 
Candomble and tries African 
drumming before rounding off the first 
leg of his tour by taking a trip on a 
traditional saveiro boat. 

“It was a thrilling journey, full of 
great sensations, and provided I can 
stay on my feet, I think this Brazil 
series has the potential to be very 
special.” 


But even if it isn’t, you get the 
impression that Palin will shrug it off, 
and continue to smile: “My general 
feeling is that I’m extraordinarily 
fortunate to be alive and try and look 
at each day as an enormous 
opportunity.” 

Another reason for Palin’s stability is 
his happy home life. He’s been married 
to childhood sweetheart Helen since 
1966, and they have three adult 
children - Tom, Will and Rachel. 
However, none of them accompany 
him on his travels. “It’s difficult enough 
to make these journeys with a crew of 
seven,” he explains. ‘There’s no time 
for family life really, it’s a sort of 
commando raid - a little group of 
people who all have something to do - 
and you wouldn’t take your granny on 
a commando raid. 

‘Also, my wife is quite happy to let 
me get on with doing this. She’s got 
used to it over the years. Even before I 
was doing travel shows I’d be filming 
away for six weeks at a time. Now the 
children are grown up it’s much 
easier.” 

He may only just have returned, but 
we’re already looking forward to his 
next trip. _

Hyundai is hitting the Sante Fe trail 


NOT long ago the easiest way to 
spark road rage was simply driving a 
big off-roader through a crowded 
town centre; everyone thought you 
were a pretentious poseur. 

Now they don’t. Or at least, most of them 


don’t. Today, the off-roader is renamed an SUV( 
for sport utility vehicle, and we can’t get enough 
of them. So popular Eire the chunky charms of a 
modern SUV that buyers are ditching estates 
and people carriers in their thousands to move 
up in the world (literally; sitting higher is a big 
SUV attraction). 



Today’s SUV helps the switchover too, with 
lighter bodies and more efficient engines - 
nearly always a diesel - making them use less 
fuel than before. And advances in suspension 
design have banished much of the rock and roll 
feel that went with off-roaders of old. 

The latest Santa Fe from Korean car maker 
Hyundai shows how far the SUV has come. The 
last one was a big seller here, with UK buyers 
taking a third of all sales across Europe and 
added features mean the newcomer might do 
better still. 

Improving 

For the first time the Santa Fe can be had 
with two-wheel drive; cutting the off-road 
ability of the previously four-wheel drive only 
range but cutting the cost and improving 
economy. Even so, sales are expected to be over¬ 
whelmingly all-wheel drive models. 

Prices start at £25,495 for a two-wheel drive 
version and rise to the £34,395 asked for a seven 
seat Santa Fe with auto gears and all the bells 
and whistles. 

Talking seats, the seven seat Santa Fe makes 
a much more style conscious statement than the 
slab-sided people carriers that big families often 
have to pick as their personal transport. The 


latest interior finds a bit more space than before 
in a body a little longer and wider but lower than 
the outgoing Santa Fe and a whole lot better 
looking, with crisp, flowing lines and well placed 
licks of chrome adding an upmarket feel. 

It’s diesel only under the bonnet as we Brits 
leave thirsty petrol SUVs to the newly minted 
millionaires of China and the Middle East, the 
2.2 litre engine in the new Santa Fe is a lusty 
performer but you’re never in any doubt that 
diesel runs in its veins, with a chuntering 
soundtrack in the background. 

The lazy charms of a biggish 
diesel match perfectly to an auto¬ 
matic gearbox and the test car was 
as relaxing as can be, even when 
brushing off the hills and hollows 
of a modestly demanding off-road 
course laid on for my drive. It 
returned 35mpg on my shortish 
test drive. 

Among the safety features of 
every new Santa Fe is trailer sta¬ 
bility assist, which brakes individ¬ 
ual wheels on the car to settle 
things down if it senses things are 
beginning to snake a bit behind. 

Hill start assist keeps the brakes 
on for a second or two while your 
foot flees from brake to accelerator 
pedal on a slope, while the com¬ 
manding driving position that 


comes with all SUVs makes judging the road 
ahead a bit more relaxing than in cars with seats 
nearer the ground. 

The midrange spec of the £31,895 auto 
Premium test car lacked for little. Standard kit 
includes satellite navigation, reverse parking 
camera, dual zone climate control, leather seat 
trim and self-levelling rear suspension. 

Every Santa Fe has heated front seats, Blue¬ 
tooth connectivity and a bonnet that pops up at 
the rear in a pedestrian collision to minimise

The Albion boss is reserving the right to use the January 
market for any reinforcements he may need now that his 
lynchpin has booked a place with DR Congo at the finals in 
South Africa.
